"How fast do you think we are trav- 


elling?" Charley Frazier, one of tho 
oldest engineers of the New York, Lake 
Erie & Western railway asked a Sun 
reporter as they were standing together 
on the footboard of Locomotive No. 
309, rushing over the meadows towards 
Rutherford Park. 


"I should think we were going a mile 


a minute." 


"A mile a minute !" said Frascr. "I 


doubt if you ever rode a mile a minute. 
Few locomotives have driving wheels 
over five feet, and I have my doubts 
if a five-foot wheeler can be pushed a 
mile a minute. 
People have a yery 


erroneous idea of the speed of railroad 
trains. We are not going now more 
than thirty-five miles an hour, and that 
is very last. Few trains make this 
speed. 
The passengers in the cars 


would think we were going a mile a 
minute sure, if I was to pull out the 
throttle valve so as to send her forty 
miles an hour. The eiprass trains 
make no such time as the local trains. 
So man could stand on a platform 
qar and face the wind going a mile a 
qiinute and live. The breath would ^ac- 
Dually be blown out of his body. You 
couldn't count the telegraph poles going 
a mile a minute. 
Talk to an old engin- 


eer of that rate being made by a passen- 
ger train and he would laugh. I made 
» mile a minute once, however. It was 
when I was buk eighteen years of age. 
I was an engineer then, in charge of a 
fine six-foot-wheel locomotive. 
There 


were a lot of railroad moguls on board, 
and the object was to make the best time 
we could. They were to ring the gong 
when the speed was a mile a minute. 
I thought we were making it for some 
time before the bell rung. At length, 
on a down grade, with a full head of 
steam, when we were spinning along as 
if we were all going to destruction, and 
the motion of the piston going over the 
center could no longer be distinguished, 
the bell rang. We had reached the 
rate of a mile a minute. 
It was tho 


fastest I ever rode, before or since. 
I 


tried hard to make a mile a minute on 
subsequent miles, but lacked it three or 
four seconds every time. I couldn't 
squeeze another mile inside the sixty 
seconds. 
When you hear a man telling 


about riding in a passenger train that 
ran a mile a minute, don't say anything, 
but mentally scratch off a good allow- 
ance."

that we shall have an uncommonly large 
harrest of breadstuff's; enough to guar- 
antee abundant supplies at not ex- 
orbitant prices to England and Germany, 
where the crops are short. 
It is curious 


that Texas reports a rjoorer corn crop 
than any other Slate in the Union; but 
in the other trans-Mississippi States 
this crop promises extraordinary re- 
sults. 


In some of tbe cotton States corn is 


said to be doing poorly, which will m- 
^rease this year the demand upon the 
Northwest from these States, which 
have for some years largely and rapidly 
enlarged the area planted in food stuffs, 
greatly to the advantage of their peo- 
ple of both races. 


On the whole, (he season is now so ; 


far advanced that we may reckon sec- 
urely on uncommonly good craps, which 
will put a very large amount of money 
into the pockets of our farmers. We 
trust they will know how to take care 
of it, and we advise them and all other 
industrious people to beware of specula- 
tion. 
It is plain to all observing men 


that we are about to witness the begin- 
ning of a new fever of.mining specula- 
tion, and whoever has by hard work 
earned and by economy saved a little 
money, will be tempted by newspaper 
reports and by a too general example to 
try to increase it largely and rapidly by 
putting it into "stock" of some kind, 
and especially mining stock.

vise everybody to be careful. There 
are no doubt good mines, but there are 
certainly a great many worthless ones, 
and a great many more of which nobody 
knows whether they arc going to turn 
out well or poorly; and these last two 
kinds are tbe ones easily bought by tbe 
inexperienced.

There have been some fine audiences at 


Smith's opera house in the past, but never 
before such a magnificent one as that 
which filled it in every part last night to 
hear our Illinois queen of song, the charm- 
ing Marie Litta. This being the second 
appearance of the great cantatrice in De- 
catur, the magnitude of the audience and 
the enthusiam which greeted her, go to 
show that her reputation is not in the 
least ephemeral, but that she possesses 
that rare merit of making people who 
have beard her once want to hear her 
again. In her first number last night—

ance, and fully justified the eneore which 
followed. But the main feature of the 
programme was Mile. Litta's rendition of 
the famous mad scene from Lucia di 
Lammermoor—tta part in which the great 
singer has won her brightest laurels. Iu 
this selection the audience got u taste of 
Litta's histrionic ability. Everybody knew 
she could sing, but nobody Jwas prepared 
to believe that she could act with equal 
skill. Of course, a single scene from an 
opera, without any of the accessories nec- 
essary to a proper rendition, gives a singer 
6ut meagre opportunity for display, but 
Notwithstanding all the drawbacks Litta, 
as she has done everywhere in this act, 
carried her audience by storm. It was a 
grand triumph. 


The "filling in" of the programme was 


^f a very unexceptionable character. The 
quartette, Miss Bowers and Messrs. Bunn, 
Prescott and Weasels, sang charmingly, 
and Miss Dustman played wilh exquisite 
taste.
